No. ADM/EST/SSD—ln exercise of the powers con- 
ferred upon him under rule 6(b) of the Recruitment 
Rules for Class III and IV Services of the Administration 
of Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Havcli, 1966, 
the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, hereby 
amends the subordinate Service Departmental Examina- 
tion Rules, 1967, as follows : — ■ 

1. Rule (4) of the said Rules shall be deleted and the 
following Rule shall be substituted therefor : — 

4. (a) A candidate recruited on or after 142-1966 
will be required to pasis the examination within a period 
of 2 years from 1-2-1969 or 3 years from the date of his 


recruitment whichever is later. 

(b) A candidate recruited on or after 1-2-1969 will 
be required to pass the examination within a period of 3 
years from the date of joining service. 

(c) The candidates shown at (a) and (b) above will 
not be allowed more than three attempts, 

2. Rule (5) of the said Rules shall be deleted and the 
following rule shall be substituted therefor. 

(5) (a) No candidate working as clerk on 1-12-1966 
shall be promoted or continued on a higher post unless 
he passes the S.S.D. Examination within prescribed 
period. Such candidates working on higher posts will be 
reverted on their failure to pass the examination or when 
suitable candidates who have passed the S.S.D. Examina- 
tion are available. 

(b) The services of the persons recruited after 
1,424966 will be terminated on their 'failure to pass the 
S.S.D. Examination within the prescribed attempts and 
time limit.
